The slaughters were made neces- 
sary by increases in elk herds to the 
point where they were over-using 
their food supplies, threatening star- 
vation to themselves and’ permanent 
reduction of the carrying capacity of 


-| the natural ranges. 


The slaughters are controlled as to 
numbers, location, sex, age and con- 
dition. of the animals. 


There is no wastage of meat in- 
volved. Meat and hides are turned 
over to the Indian Affairs depart- 
ment, the former to be used for food 
by needy Indians and the latter for 
work in leather crafts.
